MCV's  Dr.  Smith 
Is  Granted  Leave 

Dr.  R.  Blackwell  Smith,  Jr.,  provost 
of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University's 
health  sciences  division,  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  has  been  granted 
an  indefinite  leave  of  absence  for  rea- 
sons of  health. 

Announcement  of  the  leave  was 
made  today  by  Virginius  Dabney,  rec- 
tor of  VCU's  board  of  visitors. 

Dabney  said  Col.  John  H.  Heil,  Jr. 
(USA,  Ret.)  vice-provost  of  the  di- 
vision, has  been  named  acting  provost 
during  Dr.  Smith's  leave. 

Appointment  of  an  acting  provost 
had  been  requested  by  Dr.  Smith,  Dab- 
ney said. 

The  request  for  the  leave  was  con- 
tained in  a  letter  from  Dr.  Smith,  Dab- 
ney said.  He  added  that  he  had  not 
talked  with  Dr.  Smith  and  did  not 
know  the  extent  of  his  illness  although 
he  understood  that  Dr.  Smith  had  been 
hospitalized  for  several  weeks. 

Dr.  Smith's  leave  thus  deprives  both 
of  VCU's  major  divisions  of  the  men 
who  headed  them  as  presidents  when 
they  were  separate  institutions. 

Dr.  Smith,  who  was  president  of 
MCV  before  it  and  the  old  Richmond 
Professional  Institute  became  parts  of 
the  new  VCU,  accepted  the  post  of 
provost,  or  chief  administrative  officer, 
while  the  VCU  board  began  the  search 
for  a  president  of  the  new  institution. 
That  search  is  still  under  way. 

Dr.  Roland  H.  Nelson,  Jr.,  RPI's 
president,  declined  the  board's  offer  to 
become  provost  of  VCU's  general  aca- 
demic division,  which  RPI  became, 
and  went  to  Marshall  University  (W. 
Va.)  as  president.  Dr.  Francis  J. 
Brooke,  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs  at  RPI,  was  named  acting  pro- 
vost of  VCU's  general  academic  divi- 
sion following  Nelson's  resignation. 

Smith,  though  heading  a  medical  col- 
lege, is  not  a  medical  doctor.  He  re- 
ceived a  bachelor's  degree  in  pharmacy 
from  MCV  in  1937,  a  master's  in  phar- 
macology from  the  University  of  Flor- 
ida in  1938,  and  a  doctor  of  philosophy 
(Ph.D.)  in  pharmacology  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  in  1941.  He  be- 
came president  of  MCV  in  1956. 

Heil  joined  the  MCV  staff  in  1960 
after  concluding  his  military  service 
with  three  years  as  deputy  commander 
of  the  old  Richmond  Quartermaster 
Depot  at  Bellwood. 


He  served  first  as  assistant  comp- 
troller and  later  as  comptroller  before 
being  named  assistant  president  in 
1962.  He  is  a  graduate  of  DePauw 
University.

Dr.  Marston  Becomes  Boss  of 
Health  Institutes  Today 

A  soft-spoken  Virginian,  a  product 
of  the  state's  undergraduate  and  med- 
ical education  facilities,  officially  be- 
comes boss  today  of  one  of  the  world's 
largest,  most  influential  organizations 
concerned  with  medical  and  biological 
research. 

The  man  is  Dr.  Robert  Quarles 
Marston,  a  45-year-old  Toano  native 
whose  long  bright  career  in  medicine 
and  medical  administration  has  flared 
into  public  recognition  within  the  past 
two-and-one-half  years. 

As  of  September  1,  it  was  an- 
nounced in  mid-July,  Dr.  Marston  will 
head  the  National  Institutes  of  Health 
(NIH),  which  exerts  a  billion-dollar 
influence  on  medical  and  biological  re- 
search in  this  country. 

Dr.  Marston,  a  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  graduate  of  1947  and  former 
professor  there,  succeeds  Dr.  James  A. 
Shannon,  who  is  retiring  after  13  years 
of  guiding  NIH  from  a  relative  modest 
agency  (with  an  $81  million  budget  in 
1955)  to  what  it  is  today  (the  fiscal 
1967  appropriation  was  about  $lVi 
billion). 

The  National  Institutes  of  Health 
supports  medical  research,  research 
training,  and  construction  of  research 
facilities  in  medical  and  dental  schools, 
universities  and  other  research  centers 
around  the  nation.  Laboratory  and  clin- 
ical research  is  also  conducted  at  NIH's 
own  sprawling,  campus-like  facilities  at 
Bethesda,  Md.

School  of  Medicine 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  the 
school  of  medicine  has  in  the  early 
stages  of  their  education  the  physicians 
who  will  graduate  in  1972.  This  is  the 
fifth  class  to  enter  into  the  modern  cur- 
riculum of  medical  education,  and  the 
second  class  in  our  present  size  of  128 
students  per  year.  Many  of  you  will 
recognize  the  figure  128  as  being  a  fifty 
percent  increase  over  our  traditional 
class  size  of  84.  Even  with  the  increas- 
ing number  of  places  in  existing  medi- 
cal schools  and  the  creation  of  several 
new  medical  schools  in  the  United 
States,  this  class  represents  1 .3  percent 
of  all  of  the  students  entering  the  study 
of  medicine  in  the  United  States  in 
1968. 

The  increasing  number  of  young 
men  and  women  who  recognize  the 
challenges  and  the  opportunities  of  the 
profession  of  medicine  and  an  ever  in- 
creasing recognition  of  the  excellence 
of  this  institution  have  made  it  possible 
for  us  to  make  this  expansion  while 
maintaining  or  improving  the  relative 
capabilities  of  the  student  body.  The 
number  of  applicants  seeking  MCV  as 
an  institution  in  which  to  pursue  the 
study  of  medicine  was  1190  for  the 
class  beginning  September  4,  1968. 
Through  the  influence  of  the  factors 
mentioned  above,  this  applicant  pool 
was  20  percent  larger  than  that  of  the 
previous  year.  With  the  continued 
growth  in  stature  of  the  school  of  medi- 
cine of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
and  the  broadening  educational  hori- 
zons offered  by  our  affiliation  with  the 
Virginia  Commonwealth  University,  we 
anticipate  a  continuation  of  this  trend. 

As  a  college  of  a  state  university, 
we  continue  to  give  preference  to  resi- 
dents of  this  state  in  the  selection  proc- 
ess. The  dedicated  group  of  faculty 
forming  the  Admissions  Committee 
have  given  nearly  2000  man-hours  to 
the  selection  process.  These  seven  clini- 
cians and  four  basic  scientists  have 
given  us  a  class  of  78  Virginians  and 
50  residents  of  other  states   offering 
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great  promise  for  the  future  of  medi- 
cine. 

The  120  men  and  8  women  in  the 
1972  class  in  medicine  have  as  an  aver- 
age age  22.1  years.  Five  and  one-half 
percent  of  the  class  entered  before 
completing  their  baccalaureate  degree 
programs;  45  have  bachelor's  degrees 
in  the  arts,  and  68  are  in  science.  An 
additional  three  have  baccalaureate 
degrees  in  some  phase  of  engineering 
and  five  class  members  hold  masters 
degrees. 

Thirty-eight  members  of  the  class 
list  relatives  who  are  alumni  of  MCV. 
Their  average  achievement  on  the 
Medical  College  Admissions  Test 
ranges  from  the  mid  500's  to  the  up- 
per 500's  and  they  have  similarly  per- 
formed in  an  above  average  fashion  as 
undergraduate  students.  Their  average 
grade  performance  in  50  colleges  and 
universities  in  17  states,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  Canada  has  been  at  the 
B  level.  We  are  indebted  to  our  alumni 
for  functioning  as  official  and  unofficial 
representatives  of  the  school  of  medi- 
cine. Yours  is  an  important  contribu- 
tion in  the  growing  reputation  of  the 
institution.  As  a  part  of  our  evaluation 
procedure,  we  ask  applicants  to  come 
on  campus  for  interviews  with  faculty 
members  and  to  have  an  opportunity 
to  meet  with  students  and  to  view  the 
facilities.  In  many  instances,  for  rea- 
sons of  pressure  of  academic  require- 
ments, distance  or  money,  students  are 
unable  to  avail  themselves  of  this  op- 
portunity. When  this  happens,  we  ar- 
range for  interviews  more  convenient 
to  the  location  of  the  applicant.  These 
interviews  are  conducted  by  alumni  and 
I  am  pleased  to  report  all  of  my  re- 
quests have  been  met  with  a  warm 
welcome.  The  interviews  have  been 
most  effective  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  Admissions  Committee  and  ex- 
tremely helpful  with  the  applicant  who 
might  not  otherwise  establish  a  first- 
hand contact  with  our  institution.

School  of  Pharmacy 

Our  school  year  opened  with  twenty 
first  year  students,  eighty-one  -second 
year  students,  seventy-four  junior  stu- 
dents, and  sixty-one  senior  students.  As 
we  had  indicated  to  you  previously,  we 
had  anticipated  the  small  number  of 
first  year  students  who  enroll  here  after 
one  year  of  college   elsewhere.   This 
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class  will  be  discontinued  with  the 
school  term  commencing  September, 
1969.  At  that  time,  we  will  accept  only 
those  students  who  have  completed  two 
or  more  years  of  college  work  at  an  ac- 
credited college  of  their  choice.  This 
will  in  no  way  affect  the  number  of 
graduates  of  our  school,  since  the  en- 
rollment in  the  second  year  class  is  the 
determinant  in  terms  of  graduates. 

We  are  especially  pleased  that  Dr. 
William  Stepka  accepted  an  appoint- 
ment as  professor  of  pharmacognosy, 
effective  September  1,  1968.  Doctor 
Stepka  is  a  plant  physiologist  who  has 
been  responsible  for  the  operation  of 
the  nutriculture  laboratory  located  in 
McGuire  Hall  Annex.  In  this  role, 
Doctor  Stepka  was  associated  with  the 
American  Tobacco  Company.  In  his 
new  appointment,  his  talents  can  be 
employed  in  the  broad  field  of  research 
associated  with  drugs  obtained  from 
natural  sources.  Plant  physiology  and 
pharmacognosy  overlap  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  is  often  impossible  to 
distinguish  one  field  from  the  other. 
Doctor  Stepka  will  participate  in  the 
instruction  in  pharmacognosy  and  di- 
rect research  in  this  area.  The  school 
of  pharmacy  has  also  assumed  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  operation  of  the 
nutriculture  laboratory  and  the  adja- 
cent laboratory,  which  is  devoted  to 
isolation  of  plant  constituents.  There 
are  only  a  few  colleges  which  have  the 
facilities  to  carry  out  research  of  this 
sort,  which  permits  the  investigator  to 
grow  plants  in  a  radioactive  carbon  di- 
oxide atmosphere.  Active  plant  con- 
stituents are  then  produced  which  have 
radioactive  carbon,  which  permits  easy 
tracing  of  the  plant  constituent  if  ad- 
ministered to  animals. 

We  are  also  pleased  that  Dr.  Harold 
L.  Smith,  who  received  his  Ph.D.  from 


MCV  a  few  years  ago,  has  returned  as 
assistant  professor  of  pharmacy.  Doc- 
tor Smith,  after  receiving  his  Ph.D., 
served  as  a  post-doctoral  fellow  at  the 
University  of  Michigan.  For  the  past 
several  years,  he  has  been  employed  by 
Lederle  Laboratories.  Dr.  Jennifer  Cas- 
tleden,  who  was  associated  with  us 
during  the  past  year,  will  continue  her 
association  with  us  for  one  more  year 
before  returning  to  England.  Mrs. 
Teresa  Stein,  who  received  her  B.S.  in 
pharmacy  here  in  1968,  will  serve  dur- 
ing the  coming  term  as  instructor  in 
pharmacy. 

Faculty  vacancies  still  exist  within 
the  departments  of  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  and  pharmacy.  It  is  very  dif- 
ficult to  locate  qualified  people,  but  we 
are  presently  seeking  individuals  to  fill 
these  vacant  positions. 

The  response  to  the  showing  of  our 
television  programs  in  the  Richmond 
area  has  been  very  encouraging.  The 
staff  here  in  the  school  of  pharmacy  is 
presently  in  the  process  of  preparing 
additional  programs  for  future  viewing 
on  the  educational  channels.  The  an- 
nual professional  seminar  is  scheduled 
for  November  19-20  and  will  empha- 
size the  pharmacists  responsibilities  in 
handling  over  the  counter  products. 
We  do  hope  that  all  our  alumni  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to 
attend  this  particular  program  which 
will,  we  feel,  be  of  much  benefit  to 
them.

School  of  Nursing 

We  opened  the  1968  school  year 
with  an  enrollment  of  403  students.  Of 
this  number,  23  are  registered  nurse 
students  studying  for  a  bachelors  de- 
gree, and  123  are  freshmen,  an  in- 
crease over  the  110  we  have  been  en- 
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rolling  in  the  last  few  years.  Also 
included  in  the  total  are  six  full-time 
students  studying  for  a  masters  degree 
with  a  major  in  medical-surgical  nurs- 
ing and  three  part-time  students  study- 
ing for  public  health  nursing  at  the 
masters  level.  This  fall,  we  opened  Vir- 
ginia's first  master's  program  for  nurs- 
ing; and  we  are  pleased  to  have  these 
students  enrolled  for  study  at  the  grad- 
uate level.  We  will  be  initiating  majors 
in  psychiatric  nursing  and  maternal- 
child  nursing  in  September,  1969. 

The  75th  anniversary  of  the  school 
has  been  celebrated  during  the  1968 
calendar  year,  culminating  with  the 
Nursing  Lectureship  on  October  11th. 
Formal  ceremonies  commemorating  the 
diamond  jubilee  anniversary  will  be  a 
part  of  the  Lectureship  program.  We 
continue  to  be  grateful  to  those  mem- 
bers of  the  Nursing  Section  who  have 
worked  so  hard  to  raise  the  money  and 
arrange  the  many  details  for  the  Lec- 
tureship. We  are  receiving  a  great  deal 
of  national  recognition  for  the  now  an- 
nual affair. 

This  year,  we  have  employed  39 
faculty,  with  34  holding  masters  de- 
grees or  above.  This  represents  an  in- 
crease of  faculty,  in  number  as  well  as 
in  those  holding  higher  degrees. 

The  events  ahead  promise  to  be  in- 
teresting and  exciting  ones  for  the 
school;  and,  with  this  large  number  of 
students,  we  do  not  anticipate  a  dull 
moment. 

Renovation  of  the  fourth  floor  of 
"old"  Cabaniss  Hall — now  officially 
named  the  Nursing  Education  Building 
— is  under  way  and  should  be  com- 
pleted by  the  first  of  the  year.  This 
renovation  duplicates  the  classrooms 
previously  used  by  the  school  in  Ran- 
dolph-Minor Hall.  We  now  have  all  the 
classrooms  in  one  building  for  the 
teaching  of  the  nursing  major.

School  of  Graduate  Studies 

A  total  of  109  students  are  enrolled 
in  the  school  of  graduate  studies  for 
1968-69.  Of  these,  96  are  in  programs 
leading  to  the  M.S.  or  Ph.D.  degree; 
13  are  part-time  students. 

Dr.  Robert  Brownson,  chairman  of 
the  department  of  anatomy,  resigned 
effective  June  30,  1968;  and  a  search 
committee  is  actively  seeking  a  new 
chairman.  Dr.  Everett  H.  Ingersoll, 
professor  of  anatomy,  has  been  ap- 
pointed acting  chairman.

Dr.  S.  Gaylen  Bradley  was  appointed 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment of  microbiology,  effective  August 
15,  1968,  replacing  Dr.  J.  Douglas 
Reid  who  asked  to  be  relieved  of  his 
responsibilities  as  chairman.

M.  R.  Schweisthal  and  H.  R.  Seibel; 
Sectional  Anatomy  of  the  Head  and 
Neck,  by  Dr.  J.  E.  Norvell;  and  Elec- 
tron Microscopy  by  Dr.  H.  R.  Seibel 
and  Mrs.  S.  S.  Craig. 

Closed  circuit  television  with  a  teach- 
ing console  and  receivers  on  each  table 
were  installed  in  the  pathology  and 
microbiology  student  laboratory  and 
used  extensively  for  teaching  these  dis- 
ciplines as  well  as  microanatomy  to 
medical  and  dental  students. 

A  ninety  acre  farm,  fifteen  miles 
north  of  the  campus  and  adjacent  to 
Interstate  95,  was  purchased  in  De- 
cember as  the  first  step  in  the  develop- 
ment of  a  research  animal  facility. 
State  and  NIH  matching  funds  have 
been  obtained  to  construct  a  labora- 
tory-animal facility  on  this  site.  When 
completed  during  the  coming  year,  this 
will  provide  adequate  space  for  a  large 
number  of  animals  used  in  various  re- 
search programs  and  relieve  the  pres- 
sure on  the  limited  facilities  on  the 
MCV  campus. 

The  department  of  psychiatric  re- 
search merged  with  the  department  of 
physiology,  effective  May  1,  1968,  add- 
ing four  faculty  members  to  the  de- 
partment of  physiology.  These  faculty 
members  are  strongly  oriented  toward 
neurophysiology  and  will  provide 
strength  in  the  research  and  teaching 
program  in  this  area.

The  new  academic  year  officially  be- 
gan with  registration  of  students  on 
September  16,  17,  and  18,  even  though 
some  schools  brought  students  in  ear- 
lier than  these  dates.  We  registered 
1,622  students  in  the  nine  degree- 
granting  schools.  In  addition  we  have 
56  students  in  the  hospital  training  pro- 
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grams  and  293  housestaff,  making  a 
total  of  1,971  in  some  form  of  educa- 
tional or  training  status  at  MCV. 

Mr.  Asa  B.  Lee,  III  (D'69),  of 
Spartanburg,  South  Carolina,  president 
of  the  student  body,  through  hard  work 
all  summer,  has  made  all  of  his  com- 
mittee appointments  for  the  year;  and 
activities  are  underway.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  see  our  student  officers  assuming  re- 
sponsibilities and  taking  active  leader- 
ship roles. 

The  gymnasium  is  scheduled  to  be 
started  this  fall  behind  the  Larrick  Stu- 
dent Center.  Available  funds  will  not 
permit  the  inclusion  of  the  indoor-out- 
door type  of  swimming  pool  for  year- 
round  use  as  the  architects  estimate 
this  will  add  about  $170,000  to  costs. 
This  is  a  great  disappointment  to  stu- 
dents who  have  been  looking  forward 
to  this  type  of  facility  for  a  quick  and 
refreshing  way  to  relax  after  a  long  day 
of  classes,  labs,  and  clinics.  All  this 
office  can  do  is  to  assure  them  as  soon 
as  the  money  becomes  available  from 
some  source  we  will  then  add  the  pool. 
The  problem  becomes  compounded  be- 
cause the  longer  we  wait  the  more 
money  it  will  take  due  to  rising  costs; 
also,  any  economy  which  might  be  ef- 
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fected    while    present    construction    is 
underway  will  be  sacrificed. 

The  consultations  between  the  stu- 
dent government  presidents  of  both  di- 
visions of  the  new  Virginia  Common- 
wealth University,  as  well  as  between 
the  student  personnel  offices  of  both  di- 
visions, are  well  underway;  and  four 
members  of  the  new  Board  of  Visitors 
have  been  assigned  particular  respon- 
sibility in  the  area  of  student  affairs. 
There  are  many  areas  of  mutual  con- 
cern, which  in  time  will  be  solved; 
but.  as  our  provost.  Dr.  R.  Blackwell 
Smith,  Jr.,  said  at  a  gathering  recently 
of  representatives  from  both  divisions, 
"nothing  of  value  comes  into  being 
without  pain  and  concern."  Doctor 
Smith  went  on  to  say  that  because  of 
the  high  resolve  all  persons  working  on 
this  have,  there  is  no  question  in  his 
mind  that  the  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University  will  be  making  tremendous 
contributions  to  education  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  of  Virginia.
